At 
the burial service, Joseph Cook said of 
him : "Our brother who now lies sleeping 
before us was a mystic without myths. 
This holy book, touching the Bible, was 
the Índex of his soul ; the pillow upon 
which he rested his dying head. He was 
a Bíblical scholar, an author, an editor, a 
reformer, and he imitated our Savior in 
priva te and públic life.
